Castro Asks United States to 


Act as Mediary in

IS SEEKING ARBITRATION 


Warlike Preparations Go On 


at Caracas and Men are 


Called to Arms, • 


Washington, 
Dec. 12.—A cable- 


gram received at the state depart- 
ment today from Minister Bowen, at 
Caracas, states that the Venezuelan 
government has requested him to 
propose to Great Britain and Ger- 
many that the difficulties arising out 
of the claims for alleged damages 
and injuries to British and German 
subjects during- the civil war be.sub- 
mitted to arbitration. 


In conformity with the understand- 


ing already reached with the repre- 
sentatives of the British and Ger- 
man governments here, this proposi- 
tion from. President Castro will be 
duly laid before those governments, 
the state department acting merely 
as a channel of communication. Not 
much hope is entertained of the fav- 
orable reception of the proposition, 
ns it is felt that the difficulty has 
progressed too far for a settlement 
by the peaceful methods of arbitra- 
tion. The reprisals 
made by the 


Venezuelans for the destruction of 
their navy, in the seizure of British 
Ehips and the arrest of British and 
German subjects, practically havt de- 
veloped the relations between the 
countries into those of real war, al- 
though technically 
the 
principals 


prefer to designate it as something 
less. In doing so Great Britain and 
Germany are simply following the 
course taken during1 the war with 
China, when, notwithstanding the 
fact that the allied licet battered 
down Taku and captured and dis- 
tributed a number oC Chinese naval 
vessels, no declaration of war was 
forthcoming. 


PEOPLE CALLED TO ARMS. 


Caracas, Thursday, Dec. 11.—The 


government has taken preservative 
measures at La Guaira. All the de- 
posits of coal at the navy yard and 
all the British cars on the La Guaira 
railroad have been 
brought 
here, 


rendering impossible tho transporta- 
tion of the allied troops by rail. Gen- 
eral Ferrer, 
the minister of war,

trenches are to be dug. 


The governor of Caracas has issued 


the following decree: 


"All Venezuelans living in the fed- 


eral district, between the ages of IS 
and 50 years, must enroll themselves 
in the militia; any such persons re- 
fusing to enroll voluntarily, as pa- 
triotism demands, will be declared 
traitors and sent before the tribu- 
nals." 


Yesterday, after a long- conference 


with President Castro, United States 
Minister Bowen obtained an order 
fc>r the liberation of the remaining- 
British and German subjects, 
who 


were held prisoners, 
and an hour 


later all had been released. Minister 
^Bowen and 
Secretary of Legation 


JSussell went to the jail five times 
^d assisted the poor colored British 
Subjects and those who were ill. 


The order for the release of the 


prisoners has made a good impres- 
sion and is looked upon as a politic 
act on the part of President Castro. 


Every one in Caracas believes the 


situation to be desperate and threat- 
ens war unless Minister Bowen suc- 
ceeds in having the matter in dis- 
pute submitted to arbitration. 


It is said on the authority of an 


official near to President Castro that 
the president has allowed Minister 
Bowen to communicate with the Ber- 
lin 
and 
London 
governments 


through 
the state department 
at 


Washington, this being the only 
hope of avoiding a serious conflict. 
It is reported that the plan of the 
British and German forces is to se- 
cure the ports of La Guaira and 
Puerto Cabello. 


DEFENSIVE PREPARATIONS. 


La Guaira, Venezuela, Dec. 12.— 


The defensive preparations at 
the 


strategic points on the heights back 
of the town are being vigorously 
pushed forward. 
The deposits of 


powder in the fortresses of Lavigia 
and Snn Carlos have been removed. 
Great patriotic demonstrations 
are 


being made, and everyone cauablo of 


bearing 
arms is offering his ser- 


vices. 


The embargo placed upon the har- 


bor corporation has been removed. 


LAYS BLAME ON GERMANY. 


London, 
Dec. 12.—The foreign 


office Informs the Associated Press 
that the British 
government 
dis- 


claims responsibility for the sink- 
ing of the Venezuelan vessels off La 
Guaira, which it entirely attributes 
to the German forces. 


It is understood that nearly all the 


Venezuelan news which the British 
government gets comes through the 
state department at Washington arid 
is based on Minister Bowen's mes- 
sages. The foreign ofiice here so far, 
however, has received no trace of the 
reply to the demands of Great Brit- 
ain and Germany which Venezuela is 
reported to have transmitted to those 
powers through the United States 
consul at La Guaira. though it has 
officially received a copy of President 
Castro's proclamation. 


The foreign office officials also said 


they had not received information 
to the effect that Venezuela had re- 
quested Minister Bowen to act as 
arbitrator. 
They think it is not like- 


ly tliiit the proposition, has Lccu 
made, but if such is the case they do 
not consider that arbitration at this 
stage would be acceptable to Great 
Britain. 


THINK CASTRO BLUFFING. 


Berlin. Dec. 12.—President Castro's 


war preparations and his public ut- 
terances are legarded in official quar- 
ters here as "designed to see how 
far the allies are willing to go, as a 
test of the further attitude of the ad- 
ministration 
at Washington, and, 


above all, as efforts to unite his own 
people and jeconcllo them to his dis- 
tatorship."

HAS BEEN SIGNED 


State Department so Advised 


in Dispatch Received 


From Havana. 


OFFICIALS 
ARE PUZZLED 


Were 
Expecting No More 


Than Signature of Pro- 


tocol at Present. 


Washington, 
Dec. 
13.—"Treaty 


signed at 11:15 last night," was the 
message which came to the state de- 
partment today from General Bliss, 
at Havana, confirming the press re- 
port of the conclusion of a reciproc- 
ity arrangement between the United 
States and Cuba. The officials here 
nre mi.tzlerl to know just whnt b-iR 
been signed; they thought that a 
protocol or protocols had been pre- 
pared, but General Bliss' message 
carries the inference that he has ac- 
tually concluded a definitive reciproc- 
ity treaty. 
If he has done so, the 


president will accept it and forward 
it to the senate for its action, and 
the officers of Minister Quesada here 
will not be jequired to give effect to 
the convention. 


The state department does not feel 


at liberty to make public the details 
of tho arrangement—in fact, some of 
these will not be known until the 
Havana moil reaches here, for Gen- 
eral Bliss undoubtedly has made 
some changes in the duties on Ameri- 
can Imports Into Cuba originally pro- 
posed.

Lament M. Rogers, nearly eighty- 


five years of age and a pioneer citizen 
of Adams township, died Thursday 
at his home in New Haven after an 
extended illness. Death was due to 
a complication 
of 
diseases. 
For 


three-quarters of a century Mr. 
Rogers was a conspicuous citizen and 
a prominent business 
man of the 


eastern part of the county. He was 
widely 
known 
and 
universally 


esteemed. 


Mr. Rogers was bora at Spring- 


field, Ohio, January 17, 1818, and 
located with his parents in Allen 
county in 1825. 
They located on a 


farm in Adams township, and as a 
young man Mr. Rogers assisted in 
the building of the old Wabash and 
Erie canal. • In 1841 he took em- 
ployment as a clerk in the store of 
Mr. Burgess at New Haven, remain- 
ing two years, then removing to a 
farm in Adams township. Return- 
ing- to New Haven in 1856, ha opened 
a dry goods and grocery store, but 
after some years sold the business 
.and eng-.iged in milling, later selling 
this and re-entering mercantile lines, 
which he continued until advancing 
age led him to retire from 
active 


business life a few years ago. 


He was united in marriage in 1844 


to Miss Knrriet Corlew. 
Two chil- 


dren survive—William S. Rogers, of 
New Haven, and Mrs. Jessie Reaser, 
of Fort Wayne. Mr. Rogers served 
as clerk and trustee of his township 
and was for eleven years postmaster 
at New Haven. 
He was made an 


Odd Fellow in Fort Wayne in 1850 
and was a charter member of the 
New Haven lodge. 
He was also a 


Mason, having joined that fraternity 
In this city. 


The funeral services will be held 


at New Haven Sunday afternoon, at 
2 o'clock.

Mr, Dieterich Regards Meter 


System as Only Solution 


of Problem. 


President Charles F. Dieterich and 


Secretary A. B, Proal, of the Tort 
Wayne Gas company, accompanied 
by Hon. James Murdock, of Lafay- 
ette, reached Fort Wayne at noon to- 
day from Lima, Ohio. Messrs. Die- 
terich and Proal left New York some 
days ago, and It is stated that their 
trip westward is merely the occa- 
sional inspection of the properties of 
the syndicate. Their visit to Fort 
Wayne at this time, it is said, is in 
no wise due to the present gas short- 
age, and white the visitors nre in 
conference with local officials of the 
company, there nre, so far as can be 
learned, no plans in 
view for at- 


tempting to better the supply here. 


The officials say that everything 


possible under the present system lias 
been done to get a sufficient supply 
of natural gas for Fort Wayne, and 
when a reporter for The 
Sentinel 


nsked Mr. Dieterich this afternoon 
whether ho could suggest any sys- 
tem under which the supply might 
be bettered he said: 
"Certainly. I am confident that with 
the universal use of meters and the 
price of gas at a better figure wo 
would be able to furnish a sufficient 
supply. It Is the waste of the gas 
practiced under the contract system 
that is chiefly responsible for the 
depletion of the supply, and it is ut- 
terly impossible to furnish an abund- 
ance to consumers under the fiat rate 
aystsm. 


"Another thing is certain," con- 


tinued Mr. Dieterich. 
"The expe- 


rience of the past few years lias con- 
vinced me that it would be folly for 
us to continue to expend more than 
$100,000 annually in the attempt to 
get additional supply under "present 
conditions. The returns do not war- 
rant it." 


Asked if the idea of constructing 


an auxiliary manufacturing plant to 
augment tho natural 
gas supply 


here suggested upon a recent visit 
Mr. Dieterich replied that such a 
move would undoubtedly have to be 
made sooner or later if the people 
were to centime to Imrn £ns. but 
that the plan was not under consid- 
eration at this time. 


Tomorrow morning the visitors will 


continue their 
journey westward, 


going first to 
Lafayette and from 


thence to Chicago. 


Large Insurance and Financial 


Interests Brought Into 


Harmony. 


New York, Dec. 12.—A banking 


consolidation was announced today 
which will bring into harmony th'.. 
large insurance and financial in^er- 
ests of the 
Mutual Life Insurance 


company, the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance society and the Morton Tiust 
company. This result was brought 
about at meetings of the directors of 
the National 
Bank 
of the United 


States, 
which was acquired 
some 


months ago by the interests which 
control the trust company and of the 
Western National bank. The direc- 
tors of the Bank of the United States 
voted to amalgamate with the West- 
ern and to raise the capital to $10,- 
000,000. The directors of the Wast- 
em National bank, in which the 
Equitable is largely interested, voted 
to fuse with the National Bank of 
the United States upon a basis ruii- 
tually agreed upon by the interest3 
in control. The new bank will con- 
tinue under the management of V. 
P. Snyder, the president of the West • 
era, and will occupy for the present 
the offices of the Western National 
bank. 
The new institution will be 


known as the Western 
National 


Bank of the United States. The vice 
presidents will be Richard A. Mn- 
Curdy, president of the Mutual Lite; 
James H. Hyde, vice president of 
the Equitable Life, and Thomas F. 
Ryan, vice president of the Morton 
Trust 
company. 
The Mercantile 


Trust company, the Prudential Life 
and George J. Gould are interested 
in the consolidation. 


MAKES MOTHER BENEFICIARY. 


Indianapolis, Ind., 
Dec. 
12.— 


Special.—The supreme court today re- 
versed the finding of the Allen su- 
perior court and made Rachel Mason 
the beneficiary in the Pennsylvania 
railroad insurance of her son, G. W. 
Mason. Mason was killed in a rail- 
road accident and his widow sued 
for relief. The original beneficiary 
named in the insurance contract was 
Mason's mother. After his marriage 
a supplementary contract was made, 
but the beneficiary was not' named 
through an understanding that his 
wife should have the benefits. The 
court now holds that by reason of the 
fact that the beneficiary was not 
named in the supplementary con- 
tract, the previous beneficiary is en- 
titled to precedence.

Indianapolis, Dec. 12.—The testi- 


mony before the governor yesterday 
in the trial of Sheriff Dudley, of Sul- 
livan county, for failure to protect 
John Dillard from a mob, took on 
something of a sensational 
turn 


when Dudley's witnesses were asked 
with regard to the identity of the 
men who composed the mob. One of 
the witnesses said that the men actu- 
ally engaged in taking Dillard from 
the sheriff did 
not 
number more 


than twenty-five, but they were fol- 
lowed by about 1,000 people as they 
took the negro down the street, the 
majority of the crowd being school 
children and persons attracted solely 
by curiosity. 


Every time the name of a man is 


mentioned as having been seen in the 
mob the governor and attorney gen- 
eral make a note of it, and they now 
have a half-dozen on their lists. 
These include Zimri Gray, Eli Alem- 
baugli, John Bants, John Lemon, 
Mr. Van 
Meter, 
Frank 
Phillipi, 


Richard Barley and a man named 
Sullivan, of Oaktown. Edward Spar- 
row, 
a tailor of Sullivan, admitted 


under cross-examination that he ad- 
justed the rope about Dillard's neck, 
but corrected himself and said that 
he loosened it in order to give Dil- 
lard a chance to confess. 


The inquiry adjourned last even- 


ing, to be resumed next Tuesday. 


It is not believed that the govern- 


or will reinstate the sheriff, and in 
that event the new law will doubt- 
less be tested in the courts.

James 
O'Connell, president of the Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists, re- 
ferred to a statement made before the 
committee yesterday by J. H. Mull, 
assistant manager at Cramps' ship- 
yards, Philadelphia, to the effect that 
members of the International Asso- 
ciation of Machinists had tried to de- 
stroy the machinery of the battleship 
Alabama and the transport Thomas 
while they were undergoing repairs 
in the Cramps' yards. Mr. O'Connell 
said that nothing- of the kind had 
ever been brought to his attention 
and he did not believe that it ever 
occurred.

eYJEAUTIfUl 


Fort Wayne Trooper in Fif- 


teenth Cavalry, Tells of 


Life in Philippines. 


Under date of Manila, October 10, 


Earl H. Hendricks, n Fort Wayne 
soldier serving in "troop H, Fifteenth 
United States cavalry, gives for The 
Sentinel an interesting sketch of the 
Philippines. Mr. Hendricks says: 


"Th- Philippines ore surely very 


beautiful in appearance, and that 
they produce a great many neces- 
sary products may be seen t>y a trip 
through the several provinces. We 
find a great abundance of hemp, rice, 
cocoanuts, 
oranges, 
bananas 
and 


other tropical fruits, as well as many 
of the vegetables found 
in more 


temperate climes. 
The rice _fields 


present a pretty appearance, and it 
is a queer eight to see an "hombre" 
with lois caribou nnd native cultiva- 
tor knee-deep in mud 
anft 
water 


taking care of his "chow," as he 
calls it. 


HOW NATIVES EAT. 


"Tho Pilipino lives chiefly on rice 


and dried fish, and the entire fam- 
ily eats from a common dish, mak- 
ing their fingers do the work of the 
knives and forkn we have been ac- 
customed to using;. 
They will pre- 


pare a big bowl of rice, and when 
the meal is ready all "squat" down 
feet flat upon the ground and tua 
body resting upon the lower hair of 
the leg. 


"I have marched through 
miles 


and miles of orange groves, and on 
each side of ths trail would be an 
endless glow of dense yellow from 
the ripening fruit. 
The mountains 


are steep and covered with a thick, 
tropical growth of brush nnd grass. 


TKAPS FOB SOLDIEBS. 


"It is in the long grass that the 


treacherous "goc-goo" Bets a trap

bamboo arrow, entirely hidden, and 
then tying the grass in a knot across 
the trail.

I remember when 
six troops of the Fifteenth cavalry 
were on their first "hiko." It was 
raininsj pretty hard when wo start- 
ed for our poets around Lacuna do 
Bay in Laguna province.

islands. Although quite severe, when 
the subject told where there was a 
cuartel of Insurgents, a night march 
was made nnd they were captured 
without loss of life on cither side. 
Had the water cure not been used 
there would have been an engage- 
ment and some have been killed.

Mr, Lennon Says Company is 


Doing Its Best With the 


Mains It Has. 


The People's Store 


At nearly 11 o'clock last night a 


party of seven councilmen returned 
to the city very cold, more or less 
dissatisfied and with very little ac- 
cumulated i information under their 
bonnets. They comprised the council 
committee which visited the Black- 
ford county gas fields yesterday to 
investigate certain things concern- 
ing the Fort Wayne gas supply. 
They had a drive of about twenty- 
five miles, visited a number of gas 
wells and several pumping stations. 
They brought no solution of the gas 
problem with them. 


The 
council committee went to 


Hartford iCty yesterday, where they 
were met by conveyance and wore 
driven over the field. The weather 
was about as bad as it could be and 
the trip was made under disadvant- 
ages. 
The Fort Wayne Gas com- 


pany's compressing stations 
were 


visited during the day and several 
smaller companies supplying gas to 
Hartford City, Montpelier and other 
towns in the district also came under 
observation. 
Superintendent Max 


Hofmann had charge of the party 
and directed its movements. Ha ex- 
plained to the committee that the 
field was diminishing in its supply 
and demonstrated that the company 
was doing everything in its power to 
give Fort Wayne all the gas it could. 


Councilman Lennon, a member of 


the committee, said: "I am willing 
to be quoted as saying that the trip 
of yesterday was not according to my 
idea of what an investigation of the 
matter should bo. I was willing to 
pay my own expenses if necessary to 
go down to Iho fields and investigate 
the matter as best could ha done 
without the assistance of the gas 
company. When the resolution was 
Introduced in the council last Tues- 
day night I was not awara that the 
Stemts-Zeitung had interviewed Mr. 
Paul on tho proposition and that the 
resolution was" a result of that inter- 
view. We got into the matter and 
mode the best of It. I, in company 
with Mr. Glenn, had some conversa- 
tions with gas men during our visit 


' 
'K 


yesterday, and they said that while 
the supply was evidently diminish- 
ing in some localities, they could not 
see why there was not sufficient gas 
in the field to supply Fort Wayne." 


In answer to a question, Mr. Len- 


nou said: "My best Information is 
that the high pressure linos leading 
from the fields to Fort Wayne have 
not beeu constructed according to 
promise. 
I talked to a number of 


men and they seemed to agree that a 
larger line would furnish more gas. 
When you take a ton-inch main and 
tap from it as the Bluffton lino lias 
been tapped, yon cannot expect to 
get the same volume that is neces- 
sary for a city of the size of Fort 
Wayne." 
Mr. Lennon continued: 


"A iiuiiiber of wells —eri tipped to 
show the pressure from the rock, but 
Mr. Hofmann explained that they 
were old wells and had been in use 
for some time—for several years. 
They showed, say about twenty-five 
pounds, rock pressure, and the orig- 
inal pressure Is supposed to have 
been about eighty-five pounds, or 
thereabouts. 
No new wells were 


tapped and none in tlw new field, 
which is at the extreme end of the 
line, so, of course; we could have no 
idea of what the rock pressure on 
new wells is. It is said that Hart- 
ford City people are complaining of 
the lack of gas, which is true, but it 
must be remembered that they are 
all getting their gas from rock pres- 
sure except what comes from the 
Kerlin compressor, which furnishes 
gas for only some of the Hartford 
City consumers and for a number of 
Montpelier consumers. 
I honestly 


believe that the Fort Wayne com- 
pany is doing the best it can under 
the circumstances, but I just as hon- 
estly believe that the circumstances 
could be changed and that would 
make quite a difference. Bounding 
the matter up, I don't think that the 
visit of the committee to the gas field 
hal helped the matter in any sense, 
because, as I said, I think that the 
investigation should have been made 
independent of the gas company. I 
want to add that I say this without 
reflection on the company and with 
all respect to Mr. Paul and his as- 
sociates."

It was get- 
ting dark and one of the men was 
carrying a torch to furnish better 
light. He held it close to the drip- 
ping oil, which became ignited and 
suddenly blazed up fifteen feet. The 
flames completely enveloped Kane 
who gave an agonizing shriek of 
pain. He clutched madly at the lad- 
der, 
which blazed underneath him 


and partly burned away, throwing 
him to the ground. 
Hi* burning 


clothes were quickly extinguished 
by his fellow-workmen, who did 
everything possible to relieve hi* 
sufferings until the arrival of the 
Lackawanna hospital ambulance. Ai 
the hospital everything possible was 
done to save the man's life, but he 
passed away shortly before 
mid- 


night."
